MOTOR APPARATUS 
IS STRONGLY URGED 


Many Favorable Comments on Pro­ 
posal to do Away With Horse- 
Drawn Fire Equipment 


MANY SCHEMES ARE ON FOOT 


One For Present Apparatus in Resi­ 
dence District— Others Favor 
Truck anil Pumper 


Since Hic announcement lins been 
made that the city council is in the 
market for motor tire apparatus of 
the latest type, considerable agitation 
could 
be heard today concerning 
the purchase of the new equipment 
and the disposal of the horse drawn 
wagon. 
Councilman 
Abercrombie 
stated 
that next week there would be 
a 
ti re men's meeting in A nderson 
and 
several o f the councilmen would a t­ 
tend in order to view some of the 
latest designs in pumpers and 
lire 
lighting equipment. 
Ife stated that the councilmen were 
almost positive of making a pur­ 
chase, but several other things must 
lie taken into 
consideration 
first. 
Many people have protested the pur­ 
chase of a large fire truck and pump­ 
er combined, unless the horses are 
retained. 
It has been suggested that 
the 
horses be placed in a sta tio n located 
in the north end of Rushville, 
and 
with two lire companies, the entire 
city could be given close watch. This 
agitation is strongly urged by own­ 
ers of factories and those people liv­ 
ing in the remote sections of Cherry 
Grove and in the vicinity of the Park 
Furniture company. 
The horses would be worn out in 
case of a lire in these sections, be­ 
cause the fire department is not cen­ 
trally located. 
Rushville also 
has 
been f o r t u n a t e in not having 
two 
tire alarms at once. In this ease one 
fire would be neglected, while with 
two tire companies, any emergency 
could be met. 
Wit Ii the horse drawn wagon on 
the bill, and tim 
new truck 
and 
chemical truck in the down town sta­ 
tion, Rushville would be well 
pro­ 
tected in every locality. On account 
of the long distance from the factor­ 
ies, one furniture factory purchased 
500 feet of tire hose to have 
on 
band to fight fire until 
assistance 
could 
reach them from down town, 
Two other factories installed sprink­ 
ler systems, on account of the dis­ 
tance from the fire station.

an alleged dairy products 
trust operating throughout 
Indiana 
was taken here by Attorney General 
U. S. Lesh in tin* superior court of 
Marion county here today. 
Thirty-eight producers in twenty- 
nine cities were named defendants in 
tile petition, which asked that each 
permanently 
enjoined 
fro m 
doing 
further business and that receivers 
be appointed to wind up the affaire 
of each concern. 
This is the second trust busting 
suit filed by the state within the last 
few weeks, the 
other 
one 
being 
against an alleged ice combine cen­ 
tering in Indianapolis, but actually 
of state wide proportions. When the 
ive suit was filed, 
Lesh intimated 
others of similar nature would fol­ 
low soon. 
The 
Indiana 
Manufacturers 
of 
Dairy Products, an organization of 
dairy men, was also named defend­ 
ant. It was charged that the defend­ 
ant companies held “get together” 
meetings to further their price living 
schemes, using the name of the Ind­ 
iana 
Manufacturers of Dairy Pro­ 
ducts as a pretext. 
“By the combined power and con­ 
certed action of tho several defend­ 
ants,” the petition said, 
“they are 
able 
to and in fact do arbitrarily 
control in a substantial and hurtful 
way the milk, butter, ice cream ami 
lilied products in this state. 
They 
are able to and in fact do arbitrar­ 
ily control and dictate the price to 
be paid to tile producers 
of milk 
and cream, 
and arr and have bren 
maintaining an unreasonable and un­ 
conscionable low level of price 
to 
the producers, and thereby are dis- 
ouraging the fanners and dairymen 
in the production of milk and cream."

Secretary of Treasury Tells House 
Committee $266,000,000 More 
Will be Needed

Washington, Aug. 4.—The present 
high war taxes must be increased ap­ 
proximately $266,000,000 a year if 
the government is to meet all its ex­ 
penditures during the present fiscal 
year, Secretary Mellon today 
in­ 
formed the house ways and means 
committee which is endeavoring 
to 
reduce taxes. 
Mellon frankly stated that on tile 
present basis of an estimate ot ex­ 
penditures for tho current year, re­ 
duction of the present taxes is im­ 
possible. Should the tariff bill be de­ 
layed by January I, an additional 
$70,000,000 in internal taxes would 
be necessary, he said. 
Mellon was prepared to face hos­ 
tile questioning and 
strong 
argu­ 
ments against his proposals on the 
ground they are designed to take the 
tax burden from the rich and put it 
on the poor. 
Various members 
and 
groups iii 
the committee are inclined to stand 
against Mellon’s proposals because: 
Agricultural congressmen and oth­ 
ers are unconvinced that the repeal 
of the excess profits tax would be 
advisable. 
The proposal to lower surtaxes on 
the higher incomes will meet opposi­ 
tion unless the normal rate on the in­ 
comes from $2,000 to $5,000 
are

Determined Drive For Quick Action 


on All Claims is Plan Being

A reduction of 29,476 iii the num­ 
ber of pending compensation and in­ 


surance 
claims 
of former service 
men 
and women has been effected 
during the last three months of 
the 
fiscal year ending July I, 1921, it is 
announced today by Director G. R. 
Forbes of the Bureau of W a r Bisk 
Insurance. 
This 
reduction 
in the 
number of claims on which final ac# 
tion is still to be taken has been a c ­ 
complished notwithstanding the fact 
that new claims have Jieen reaching 
the Bureau during that period at an 
average rate of from 700 to 800 a 
day, 
and that these new cases re­ 
ceive at once as complete action as 
is possible on tile data presented. 
On April I, 1921, there were pend­ 
ing before the Bureau 99,401 claims 
for compensation 
and 
5,788 insur­ 
ance claims; on July I, 1921, the .ac­ 
count stands 67,000 pending com­ 
pensation claims and 3,025 pending 
insurance claims, while during 
that 
period of time 56,258 
new 
claims 
have been filed with the Bureau. 
A determined 
drive 
toward the 
goal of a current basis in handling 
the claims of former service men has 
been instituted in the Bureau. 
To 
this end a weekly chart is prepared 
and posted in each of the units of 
the 
Compensation 
and 
Insurance 
Claims Division where action on the 
claim 
is initiated and on this a p ­ 
pears the number of waiting claims 
apportioned tho that section and the 
estimated account as ii should stand 
at the close of the week. Many of 
the units are now running ahead 
of 
their schedule of reduction of cases 
awaiting action. 
All cases which have been pending 
for six months are now handled by 
telegram,

programme is being

aid in the drive and, a s a result, the 
Medical

has 
succeeded, 
from May 15 to July I iii handling 
approximately 50.009 cases. The ex­ 
perience in handling W ar Bisk cases 
so afforded these doctors, tem porar­ 
ily detailed from field service, will lie 
of further assistance and value to

Among the constitutional amend­ 
ments to he voted upon in September 
this year none command such atten ­ 
tion as the two relating to taxation 
the other amends the present consti­ 
tution by permitting “.the taxation of 
income.” 
Practically all opposition to these 
amendments is centered upon the 1st 
or 10th amendment to he voted upon. 
This opposition is based almost en­ 
tirely upon the fea r that such broad 
and unlimited powers granted to the 
general assembly will lead them into 
excesses and cause them to favor un ­ 
justly special classes for taxation 
purposes. Experience in other states 
proves that these fears are unfound­ 
ed. 
We all admit that the law as en­ 
forced now is burdensome to 
the 
extent of being almost unbearable 
and it is because the law has been 
enforced that this condition lins a ri­ 
sen. 
Prior to the Enforcement Aet 
effect ive 
in 11)19 property was not 
assessed at its true cash value. Since 
then it lias been and it is l>ec a use of 
this that such wide discontent has 
arisen'. 
Iii 1851 Section IO, of the present 
constitution relating to taxation was 
adopted. This is known as the cen- j 


eral property tax law, under which 
all property is assessed alike. This 
method was satisfactory under 
the 
old conditions that existed in 1851 
when practically all the property was 
visible and tangible, lait does not fit 
into 
present-day 
conditions, 
as 
wealth is almost equally divided be­ 
tween the two classes, tangible and 
intangible, at this time. 
Ju st as farming, hanking, teach­ 
ing, m anufacturing, and all business 
methods have changed since 1851 to 
conform to modern methods and ex­ 
perience, so should the taxation of 
property he changed. Under our pre­ 
sent constitution this is impossible, 
and the only way to secure relief is 
by amending the constitution so that 
new methods ran lie secured. 


The fear of those opposed to this 
change is not borne out by experience 
of oilier states, ll this change was 
experimental and let us info untried 
and unproved 
methods, 
we might 
well hesitate 
hut on the contrary, 
twenty-two 
States 
have 
already 
changed 
their constitutions along 
the lines of these proposed amend­ 
ments and twenty states have 
en­ 
acted laws classifying property for 
taxation 
or 
using 
other 
certain 
classes of property as a basis for 
income taxation purposes. 
The 
in­ 
come tax is self-explanatory. 
The 
classification tax recognizes distinc­ 
tions in earning power and increased 
value that accrue to certain classes 
of property and assesses these c l a s s ­ 
es differently at such rates as will 
induct and permit the owners to list 
them for taxation.

This opposition, is based] almost en- 
tirely upon the fear'that such'broad 
and unlimited powers granted to the 
general assembly will lead them into 
excesses and cause them to:favor un- 
justly special classes ,for. taxation 
purposes.; Experience in other states 
proves that these fears are unfound-

We all admit that the law as en- 


forced now is burdensome to, the 
extent of being almost unbearable 
and it is because the law has been 
enforced that this eonditiorilias ari- 
sen. Prior : to the Enforcement Act 
effective 
in 1919 property was not 


assessed at its true cash-value. Since 
then it has been and it is because of 
this that such wide discontent has 
ariseri. 
. 


In 1851 Section 10, of the present 


constitution relating to taxation was 
adopted. This is known as the een-^ 


eral property tax law, ninder^whieh 
all property is assessed alike. This 
method -was satisfactory unBer the 
old conditions that existed in 1851 
when practically all the property was 
visible and tangible, but does not fit 
into present-day 
conditions, 
as 


wealth is almost equally divided be- 
tween - the two classes, tangible and 
intangible, 'at: this time. 


Just as farming, banking, teach- 


ing, 
manufacturing, and all business 


metho'ds have changed since 1851 to 
conform*to modern methods and ex- 
perience, so should the taxation of 
property be changed.
